Whisky Go-Ahead 


By JACK NELSON 


As far as the State Revenue department is concerned, private 
clubs in Georgia’s 132 ‘“‘dry” counties are free to sell Georgia tax- 
paid whisky. That is, if they can get it into the clubs without having 
it seized by. law enforcement officers. 


This was the policy spelled out 
for the first time publicly by Rev- 
ehue Comn.ussioner Dixon Oxford 
at a hearing on a beer license 


Oxford said state revenue agents 
will confiscate any whisky they 
can catch being bootlegged. But 
once it reaches a private club— 
if Georgia taxes have been paid 
on it—it will not be subject to a 
state raid, he said. 


“We are not going to raid any 
clubs for tax-paid whisky,”’ Ox- 
ford said. “But we will raid any 
club selling whisky that does not 
have Georgia tax stamps on it.”

BERLIN (UPI)—Allied planes defied a Communist

The allies officially protested to 
the Soviets Wednesday on East 
Germany's announcement Tues- 
day that it would be “impermis- 
sible” for the West to fly dele- 
gates to a five-day West Berlin 
refugee rally which starts Thurs- 
day.

EGLIN AIR FORCE BASE, Fila. 
(AP)—The Air Force rocketed a 
tiny radio transmitter 300 miles 
into the ionosphere Wednesday in 
the first test of a new emergency 
communications system. 


The test, named “Project Tat- 
tletale,”” was to determine the 
possibility of using rockets to per- 
mit communications over distanc- 
es of several thousand miles.

~Georgia tax collections per capita 
over the past decade reflect a rise of 
129.3 per cent, the highest increase in the 
nation. 


Note well, though, the word: increase. 


Georgia simply had further to go to- 
ward catching up in the effort, common to 
all states, of collecting sufficient taxes 
to meet as nearly as possible the growing 
demand for essential services. 


Ten years ago Georgia ranked next to 
the bottom with’ its $41.16 in per capita 
taxes. Now with the figure advanced to 
$94.37, the state is 3lst, according to the 
U.S. Department of Commerce’s Atlanta 
Field Office. 

Georgia has made progress toward 
bringing its tax income up to the level 
of other states, But let none be deceived 
into thinking we are the wealthiest, tax- 
payingest state in the nation. 

What we actually have accomplished 
is moving from next to the cow’s tail 
among states to 3lst position in collection 
on a per capita basis. 

This speaks well for the growth of 
Georgia’s economy which has made it 
possible for citizens to contribute more 
than they did 10 years ago to the support 
of their state government. But let us still 
remember that residents of 30 states pay

One of man’s oldest superstitions is 
that if he doesn’t talk about something, 
it can’t harm him.

Can we do less than educate our- 
selves about the nature of that struggle 
and the nature of the combatants?

Many a Person Thinks Sermon 


irected Especially at Him 


After church one Sunday a worshipper pulled me to one side and said in a 
confidential manner, “I’m glad my husband came to church today. I think the 
sermon was meant especially for him.” I protested and said, “No, it wasn’t 


meant especially for him. It was meant as much for you and for everyone else.” I do not now remem- 
ber what the topic of my sermon was. I couldn’t at the time imagine what I had said which seemed 
to that wife to be especially appropriate for her husband. 


Had I known that she would 
feel that way I should have 
been tempted to preach on 
another text. 

This experience is not uncom- 
mon. Most pastors relate sim- 
ilar experiences. Actually, few 
sermons are addressed to the 
need of a particular individual. 
We reserve our counseling pe- 
riods for individuals and in our 
churches we preach to the needs 
of a wider circle of persons. 

Henry Ward Beecher once 
said, ‘“‘The churches are sprin- 
kled all over with bald-headed 
old sinners whose hair has been 
worn off by the constant fric- 
tion of countless sermons that 
have been aimed at them and 
glanced off and hit the man in 
the pew behind.”’ 

Why is it that so often people 
think that a sermon was meant 
especially for them? I am sure 
that the reason is that our prob- 
lems are not unique. Most of 
the things which concern us as 


individuals concern many other 
individuals. Most of our spirit- 
ual needs are not individual but 
common to the mass of men.

To the Judge---an Honest Man 


The funeral of E. Marvin Underwood, 83, retired federal judge, was held 
yesterday and I know that in many corners of the world there were people, 
both free and in prison, who heard of it with sorrow. I think I was doubly 


saddened by the fact that numbers of young lawyers and young reporters were able to give the 
story only passing attention because they did not know Judge Underwood. They came along since he 


retired: in 1944 and they missed, by the accident of timing, the privilege of association with a: 


man of special quality and charm. 


Judge Underwood was my 
first Atlanta judge and although 
I was mildly frightened of him 
from the first day I went into 
U.S. District Court to cover a 
hearing until I interviewed him 
at his Sandy Springs home on 
the occasion of his retirement, 
I understood completely why 
sO Many men in prison admired 
and respected him. He was a 
just man, one who believed im- 
plicitly in the rights of the in- 
dividual and safeguarded them

right caused Judge Underwood 
to work long hours, diligently 
sifting through reams of. con- 
flicting evidence. He was credit- 
ed with being an authority on 
habeas corpus law. 

When he retired we sat in the 
garden of his then country home 
at Sandy Springs. He wore his 
gardening pants, a pair of an- 
cient gray flannel knickers, an 
old sweater and a battered cor- 
duroy hat. We spoke, naturally, 
of the law. And Judge Under- 
wood said, of civil rights: “It is 
the most important part of the 
Constitution and that part which 
affects every individual. It is a 
distinguishing feature of our 
government. Not all govern- 
ments afford the protection that 
our Bill of Rights affords.” 

He was of an age to know of 
many cases where poor white 
sharecroppers and Negro ten- 
ants and turpentine workers 
were held in virtual peonage by 
landlord employers and he knew 
that eternal vigilance was one 
of the prices Americans must 
pay for their rights.

Berrien County Sheriff Walter 
Gaskins said his office also has 
daunched an investigation to find 
out who encouraged. Hill to handle 
the rattlesnake, 


The sheriff said he would ar- 
rest anyone he found who. ad- 
vises persons to prove their faith 
through snake handling. 

‘ Sheriff Gaskins said he hoped 
‘tis investigation would turn up 
. mameés of the “snake cult” 
leaders. 


Persons involved in snake han- 
dling could be prosecuted under 
“Georgia's “‘snake law” which is 
-aimed at sects advocating han- 
“dling poisonous reptiles. 


Meanwhile, the man who intro- 
“duced the “snake law” in the 
Georgia legislature in 1941 has 
‘demanded that the law be en- 
«forced in connection with’ Hill's 
“death. 


. Perry L. Pittman, former Ber- 
“rien legislator now living in 
. Lowndes County, said he was con- 
“fident that Berrien officials will 
~make every effort to arrest 
_“‘preachers or anybody else” ad- 
*vocating using snakes to prove 
. religious faith. 


The law provides the death pen- 
alty for anyone who encourages 
another person to handle a snake 
if the other person is fatally 
bitten. 


If no death results, a prison 
sentence of one to 20 years is 
provided for any who pos- 
sesses, controls or handles a 
poisonous snake in a manner that 
endangers the health or safety of 
another person. 


Snake handling has been wide- 
spread in the rural New River 
area of Cook and Berrien coun- 
ties; although in recent years 
such ceremonies have been held 
at secret tent meetings. The New 
River Holiness Church, where Hill 
was fatally bitten, is the only 
established church building in 
which such ceremonies are known 
to have been held. 


Pittman said he introduced the 
law after a Berrien County wom- 
an wa® bitten on the fongue by 
a gix-foot rattler, resulting in 
death, at a’service in Ray City 
in 1939.

FOOD AND YOU 


Too Much Salt 
Dulls Taste Buds 


By FREDERICK J. STARE, M.D. 


So you have to cut down on 
the salt! We know it’s tough, 
but heer up, there are lots of 
interesting foods you may have, 
and a whole array of spices. Re- 
member, many gourmets frown 
upon too much salt—it dulls the 
taste buds, they say. And sweet 
butter is often served in the 
very best restaurants! 


Here are a few suggestions 
that may be helpful. DO: 


1. Cook without your salt 
shaker. Use tasty things like 
thyme and-or rosemary with 
fish; curry with chicken; marj- 
oram and-or dill with vegeta- 
bles; oregano with anything 
using tomatoes; nutmeg and 
squash are almost synonymous; 
lemon juice and anise seed perk 
up many foods, try ‘em on wax 
beans. 


2. Be sure you use only fresh 
er frozen meats, poultry and 
fish which have NOT been 
processed with a brine. Some 
frozen fish fillets are so treat- 
ed. Use fresh beef, pork, veal, 
lamb: fresh chicken, duck, tur- 
key; fresh trout, sole, flounder, 


halibut, codfish, salmon. . They 
provide a wide variety of meat 
to choose from. 


3. Watch the labels on canned 
and frozen vegetable packages. 
Some frozen food processors 
are now packaging peas and 
limas without treating them 
with salt. Watch your frozen 
food counter for these foods. 
Fortunately, some of our most 
plentiful fresh vegetables are 
fairly low in sodium. This is a 
nice list, allowing many inter- 
esting variations for the re 
sourceful cook. 


' Potatoes (Irish and sweet), 
squash (winter and summer), 
peas (fresh and dried), lima 
beans (fresh and dried), 
dried navy beans, corn, 
pumpkin, rutabagas, onions, 
broccoli, brussels sprouts, 
cabbage, cauliflower, green 
beans, asparagus, tomatoes, 
wax beans, lettuce, escarole, 
endive, chicory, cucumbers, 
radishes, peppers, mush- 
rooms, eggplant, okra. 


4. Keep your meals lively by 
using fruit. Sliced oranges and 
(very low-in Na), 
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armingly, “I hate crowds.”

Kennedy aides are distressed 
because Jackie’s pregnancy pre- 
vents her from campaigning. 
One top adviser said, “‘I never 
know whether she’ll remember 
names or ask, “When can we go 
home?’ or ‘How many more 
hands do I have to shake?’ Just 
as I’m ready to throw in the 
towel, Jackie will get up cold 
in front of 3,000 people and be 
so charming, humorous and 
dear that I think this girl is 
the greatest politician I’ve ever 
seen.” 


A long-time observer said, 
“She makes occasional mis- 
takes such as asking for a cock- 
tail at a rural coffee party, but 
her charm comes through. 
There is nothing corny or pre- 
tentious about Jackie. People 
feel this. They know she is gen- 
uine and of course she is always 
a pleasure to look at.”’ 


She said of herself, “‘I never 
picture myself as a politician's 
wife. When I married, Jack was 
in the Senate but I didn’t think 
much about what this entailed. 
I thought about getting a house, 
how I would decorate, having 
children — but not about being 
in ‘the public eye.’ 

“I’ve always prided myself 
on not having a social con- 
science but, dammit!

States to the first 1-23 sweep of 
the 1960 Olympic Games Wednes- 
day, winning the shot put with a 
record-smashing toss of 64 feet 
6% inches. 


Parry O’Brien, the Los Angeles 
banker trying for his third 
straight Olympic gold medal, was 
second with 62-6% and Dallas 
| Long. of Phoenix, Ariz. was third 
at 62-8. 


O’Brien’s Olympic record of 60- 
11%, set at Melbourne in 1956, 
was shattered beyond recognition 
while a crowd of 60,000 roared. 


It was a supreme triumph for 
Neider who was almost left off 
the American team after finish- 
ing fourth in the trials. It also was 
a satisfying victory over O’Brien, 
who had called Nieder a “cow 
pasture performer who only does 
well in meets where there is no 
competition.” 


Although. the U.S. track and 
field team came through as ex- 
pected, the swimmers failed to 
break Australia’s domination of 
the men’s 400-meter freestyle and 
100-meter backstroke events, won 
once more by Murray Rose and 
Dave Thiele. 


Rose broke the Olympic record 
for the 400 with a -4:19.2 clocking 
to beat one of the strongest fields 
in history by 5 yards. Alan 
Somers of Indianapolis, who set 
an Olympic record Tuesday in a 
trial heat, was fifth in a blanket 
finish with Japan's Tsuyoshi 
Yamanaka, Australia's John Kon- 
rads, Britain's Ian Black and 
Somers in that order. 


Thiele set an Olympic record of 


'1:01.9 in the backstroke, bettering 


the time set Tuesday night by 


‘Bob Bennett of Encino, Cailif., 


who was third in the final. Frank 
McKinney of Indianapolis won the 
silver medal for second place.

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BOUILLABAISSE IS A MEDLEY OF FISH 


Bouillabaisse Creates 
Sighs of Nostalgia 


When people who have toured 
Europe talk about the foods 
they have enjoyed abroad, usu- 
ally one of the dishes they men- 
tion is Bouillabaissee, the famous 
fish stew of the Mediterranean. 


Gourmets sigh with nostalgia 
when the word “Bouillabaisse”’ 
is mentioned and are likely to 
discuss with mouth-smacking 
remembrance different versions 
of the dish tasted in various 
cities or ports. A cook who can 
make this renowned fish classic 
ekillfully is considered to have 
reached a pinnacle of culinary 
artistry. 


Bouillabaisse is a complicat- 
ed dish as far as ingredients 
are concerned. Essentially it is 
a medley of several kinds of 
fish and shell-fish, intricately 
seasoned, boiled briefly in a 
sauce made with olive oil, to- 
matoes, onion, garlic and saf- 
fron. 


The various steps required 
for preparing the dish are 


baisse is not difficult at all and 
it makes a spectacular party 
dish. 

Always olive oil is used, and 
the choice of olive oil is im- 
portant. The easy way to make 
Bouillabaisse is cook onion, 
tomato, garlic the herbs in 
olive oil until the vegetables are 
tender, then add the cut-up fish 
and shellfish and water, bring 
the liquid to a fast boil and 
cook just 15 minutes. 


A more complicated way — 
and connoisseurs feel this is 
preferable if one has the time, 
is to make a fish stock first of 
the heads, tails and large bones 
vf the fish, along with the shells 
of shrimp, seasoned with herbs 
and onion. ‘This strained fish 
stock is used in place of water 
to give the Bouillabaisse, and 
the fish in it, richer flavor. 


The olive oil-based sauce is 
made separately, simmered 
along and slowly. Shortly be- 
fore dinner is to be served, the 
sauce and fish stock are com- 
bined, brought to a boil, and 
the fish cooked in this. 


Certainly a superD fish stew 
can be made without saffron, 
and to give the Bouillabaisse 
its pungent, robust quality, a 
good portion of cayenne pepper 
may be added instead. The re- 
cipe which follows is the easier 
method, with everything cooked 
together in one pot.
